SKIING FORTY YEARS AGO 


Stowe, Feb. 23 — The first annual winter carnival of the Stowe 
Civics Club drew over 1,000 to the village to-day, people coming 
from the University of Vermont, Norwich University, Dartmouth 
College, and all the nearby towns. 

The sports at Simmons slide included snow-shoeing contests, 
tobogganning and skiing contests. 

Edlund of the University of Vermont won the ski jumping, 
making 62 feet. Walker of Morrisville was second, with 58 and 
5-12 feet, and Horton of Montpelier third with 58% feet. 

The half mile ski dash was won by Densmore of Dartmouth, St. 
Cyr of the University of Vermont second, and Bishop of Darmouth 
third. 

The 220-yard dash was won by Paris of the University of Ver- 
mont, Rand and Bassow, also of the University of Vermont being 
second and third respectively. 

The snow-shoe race was won by Robert Cleveland of Stowe. 

In the events on Main Street, Horace Melendy of Jeffersonville, 
on skis, furnished thrills when he was drawn at the rate of 35 miles 
an hour by an automobile. 

Freeman Walker, President of the Outing Club of the Univer- 
sity of Vermont broke his shoulder in his 56 foot ski jump. He was 
taken to the hotel and bandaged up by a local physician, and returned 
to Burlington with the rest of his party. 

The toboggan snake dance, many toboggans being hitched to a 
tractor, also furnished plenty of thrills and excitement on Main Street. 

Dick Sears of the International Film company and Coolidge, 
the Pathe man, came over with members of the University of Vermont 
Outing Club and shot pictures of the ski jumping and the races. The 
men from the University of Vermont pronounced the slide one of the 
best they had ever been on and plans are being made for the Outing 
Club to make frequent trips here. 

The C. E. and F. O. Burt tractor brought four bargeloads of 
people from Morrisville, that village sending over 200 in all to the 
carnival. The four logging sleds attached to the big tractor were 
taken by the movie men and there was a great scramble to get in the 
picture. 

During the contests, hot lunches were served at booths erected 
at the slide. The United Ladies’ Aid societies realized $97 from 
dinners it served. To-night there was dancing until a late hour to 
round out the day, which was a big’ success in every way. 

Houses and stores were decorated, and a feature was the window 
display of the H. E. Shaw, Inc. the central figure of which was 
George Washington in miniature.

Library facilities have been used to the full in 1961. 


The summer reading program enlisted 42 juvenile 
readers and 15 completed the program and received reading 
certificates.

The new American Educator Encyclo- 
pedia, the new World Atlas and Unabridged Dictionary 
along with all the other reference books and material are in 
constant use.

REPORT OF RECREATION COMMISSION 


The recreation program during the past year was 
divided up into two phases summer and winter. Approxi- 
mately seventy-five percent of monies appropriated went 
into the summer activity ; twenty five percent for the winter 
program. 


The year’s activities were highlighted by the excellent 
8 week summer program for children, supervised by Donald 
Culver and assisted by Judi Johnstone and Sharon Dewey. 
A total of 238 children enrolled, with an average daily at- 
tendance of 66, a 40% increase over 1960. 
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The summer playground included swimming twice a 
week, supervised play, Little League Baseball (coaching 
only), bike-hike, circus, scavenger hunt and many other 
interesting activities too numerous to mention. Thru the 
cooperation of the Stowe Country Club two days a week golf 
instruction by golf Professional Paul Goeltz, were made 
available to the youngsters. 


The Men’s Softball league consisting of three teams 
captained by William Bull, Raymond Slayton, Jr. and 
Darwin Moriarty, enjoyed an unusually close season, with 
playoffs necessary to determine the eventual winner. A 
family picnic was held at the end of the season. 


For the winter, a Tuesday Evening Boy’s Basketball 
Program (Junior High) with academic standing a pre- 
requisite for eligibility was instituted. A ten game schedule 
was maintained. Richard Adams directed the program. 


A Ladies’ Volleyball activity was conducted on Wednes- 
day evening, Mrs. Arlene Boyea, Director. 


A Thursday evening Men’s Basketball Program was 
also initiated this year. Gleaned from Thursday’s activities 
were ten men to form the Stowe Town Team. A ten game 
schedule was maintained. Kermit Spaulding, director. 


To round out the Winter Program the Commission sup- 
ported the Rotary Club Ice Skating Rink and the Stowe 
Reporter Ping-Pong Tourney. 


Improvements schedule for this year include a water 
foundation, a record player, development of ice-skating and 
tennis facilities, and improvements to Memorial Field. 


In conclusion, it is the Committee’s hope that more 
people will avail themselves of these programs. It is our 
belief that physical fitness contributes greatly to the general 
well-being of all. 


This is the goal of our program.

During the year of 1961 the Stowe Health Council has 
sponsored the following projects: 


Muli-vitamins have been provided for the Grade and 
High School students at a nominal fee during the school 
months. Vitamins were also furnished to the Stowe High 
School athletic teams. 


Assistance was given Mrs. Barbara Williams in con- 
ducting pre-school clinics for infants and children, physical 
examination of grade one, with immunization shots when 
necessary, for grades 1-8. 


A polio clinic for children and adults was held during 
the summer under the direction of the State Health De- 
partment, with the Stowe Health Council doing a survey of 
the town. 


Assistance was given to Mrs. Stafford, School Nurse, 
in conducting physical examinations of children in Grades 
1-2-4-6-8 and High School. 
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The Fluoride program has been continued in grades 
2-5-8 for children whose parents so desired, for a nominal 
fee. A total of 62 children, 9 sponsored by the Health 
Council, were treated during the fall. The work of cleaning 
and treatment of teeth was done by Mrs. Hood. 


Stowe Health Council has sponsored screening of teeth 
in Grades 2-4-6-8, the work being done by Mrs. Sally Hood. 


Twenty children were transported, examined and treat- 
ed at the dental clinic. 


The Stowe Health Council has sponsored five pairs of 
glasses and four T and A’s for children and an eye operation 
on one child was sponsored by the Stowe Rotary Club. 


The Friendly Aid Closet in the Memorial Building has 
been kept supplied and items are available for use by towns- 
people in home nursing care. 


The health Council invites anyone interested in this 
work to join the Council.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
REPORT 


The following health services were available from 
State-Federal tax money and local voluntary contribution 
to protect the health of the people of Stowe, along with the 
people of the other towns and cities in Vermont. A tabula- 
tion of the principal State Health Department services 
which the residents of your town used last year follows: 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping 
handicapped children, well-child and school conferences were 
attended by 85 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations 
numbered 2. At the request of attending doctors 0 children 
received pediatric consultations, 0 received hospital diagno- 
sis, 5 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological con- 
ditions received services or appliances through clinics for 
handicapped children and 2 were given financial aid toward 
hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services were 
extended to 0 children. 


In the effort to control communicable disease 4 persons 
received chest x-rays; 90 children received immunizations, 
including boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and_/ 
or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, were 
given 155 children and adults in clinics and conferences, and 
91 people obtained immunizations during the summer mobile 
polio program. The state laboratory performed tests on 93 
water samples, 0 food and dairy products, 152 blood speci- 
mens and 46 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and bio- 
logicals were distributed for protection against communic- 
able diseases. 


There were 392 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made at the town’s food and lodging places and 35 concern- 
ing water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and 
other problems, to protect health through improved town 
sanitation. Services to maintain and improve adult health 
in industry included 0 chest x-rays and inspections and con- 
sultations at plants. In connection with the state licensing 
program and the Hill Burton federal aid program for hos- 
pital and medical facility construction there were 1 inspec- 
tions-consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and homes 
for the aged. 


Mental health services, through guidance clinics, 
educational meetings or consultations, were received 
by 0 persons and groups. Individual interviews with

the psychiatrist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker 
were given 7. Under the community mental health program 
to develop local projects for prevention, treatment or edu- 
cation in mental health, financial assistance and staff con- 
sultations are available. 


To promote better dental health, 3 consultations and 
services were provided groups or individuals on town or 
school dental health problems. 


In cancer work, 13 received diagnosis and treatment at 
tumor clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization 
costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational ser- 
vices. Pamphlets, films, a news release and information 
service and speakers are available. A health educator is 
availible to help town groups study their health problems 
and plan educational programs. 


The public health nurse served at well-child and school 
conferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by 
local people. She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, mak- 
ing 56 visits on behalf of 21 persons and community health 
activities. Her service is an essential element in the depart- 
ment’s program for health promotion, disease prevention, 
diagnosis, treatment and education.

Repairs and Renovations 


~The High School building and the Music Building were 
given a needed exterior coat of paint. Some extra office space 
has also been provided in the High School building. 
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The new addition to our elementary building is now 
occupied by Grades 6, 7, and 8, the school nurse, and the 
music supervisor. It is anticipated that the multi-purpose 
room in this facility will be enjoyed by the above people, 
the high school students for music assemblies, and social 
events, as well as adults for many group gatherings. Addi- 
tional rooms for janitor storage and gym equipment will be 
greatly appreciated by the personnel in these areas and will 
be of assistance in maintaining an orderly building, and 
preserving equipment. 


The completion of our addition will also make possible 
changes in the present high school building to allow more 
room for certain areas and services. This has already taken 
place to some extent, in that the general office has been 
enlarged, partitions have been constructed to allow for an 
office for the principal and one for the guidance director, 
and the teachers’ room has been improved. As prior reports 
of your school department will indicate, the existing fac- 
ilities were most inadequate. The relocation of our com- 
mercial department and certain classes will take place as 
soon as it is feasible, and necessary arrangements can be 
made. 


You will note an item in the budget for a science pro- 
ject. For some time it has been the plan of your school 
department to increase the area of the science department 
in order that adequate laboratory space will be available 
and storage facilities for supplies and equipment can be 
enlarged. This would be possible by utilizing part of the 
old gym formerly used by the junior high school. This plan 
has been approved by the State Department of Education 
under the National Defense Education Act, which would 
allow one half of the project to be paid for by the Federal 
Government. 


This year Stowe High School is one of four schools 
in Vermont to be included in the Traveling Science Library 
Program. This program is sponsored by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science and provides 
our school with 50 new books at four different periods during 
the year. The service is free and it has provided excellent 
reference materials in mathematics and science for many 
of our students and faculty. 


Our sincere thanks to the Stowe Woman’s Club for 
their allotment of money for books to be bought for the 
high school library. Under the direction of Miss Doris 
Houston, book selections were made and purchased for all 
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fields. The willing assistance in this particular area was 
indeed thoughtful and timely. During early January our 
school obtained the Books on Exhibit display for grades 
kindergarten through nine. Approximately 750 new books 
were available to the students and faculty for use here in 
school. The interest in this exhibit has prompted us to make 
a reservation for the next school year at which time par- 
ents will be invited to view the exhibit. 


The importance of reading has prompted us to mention 
the above three programs and to call your attention to our 
allotment in the budget for library books. Only through an 
annual expenditure of at least this amount can we hope 
to acquire and maintain an adequate library for our school. 


The junior high school French course is now in its 
second year, and texts have been purchased for the eight 
grade students. Mrs. Janine Thompson is meeting approx- 
imately 60 students twice a week in four different groups. 
This program seems to be very beneficial to students when 
they enter high school French I. The geographical setting 
of our community also encourages us to stimulate interest 
in the French language to as many as possible and to pro- 
vide opportunity for continued study to those who seem 
qualified. 


At present we are offering three years of French in 
high school. New texts for French I and French II and 
a record player were purchased this year. The record 
player and our tape recorder are considered vital to teaching 
modern languages. 


Two additional tests have been added to the school 
testing program. The Differential Aptitude Tests were 
given to eighth grade students to assist in proper selection 
of courses when they enter high school. The seniors, who 
do not plan to go on to advanced education, are now tested 
by the Vermont Employment Office. Test results are dis- 
cussed with each student and recommendations are made 
as to types of jobs for which each is best suited. Each 
student is registered with the Employment Service for 
possible placement after graduation. 


Fortunately we were able to find a very capable teacher 
to help organize our public kindergarten class. More than 
half of the year they were housed in the Memorial Building 
basement until arrangements for music facilities could be 
completed in the new building, Originally the new building 
had no area planned for music, so this resulted in some 


44 


additional delay. The kindergarten now occupies the old 
music building with the village and Stowe Hollow students 
attending the morning session and the remaining pupils 
from the other areas arriving for the afternoon class. 


At a time when physical fitness is of national concern, 
the testing program in physical education was strengthened 
by the use of the Marine Physical Fitness Test. The test 
measured each boy’s physical fitness as compared with past 
Marine tests. A passing score for the test was 150. This 
test was administered to the high school boys, all but four 
of whom obtained the minimum rating. 


As indicated in the student enrollment figures, the 
need for two first grade teachers and provision for combin- 
ation grades to reduce teacher load in the elementary school 
was imperative. These changes have made possible better 
teaching situations for all concerned. 


The voters of Stowe can be justly proud of the latest 
addition to their school facilities. Your decision to make 
this building available to citizens, young and old, of the 
community will be one of which you will be pleased to have 
been a part. The cooperation of everyone concerned has 
been much appreciated in making this project a reality. 


To members of the teaching staff, the hot lunch per- 
sonnel (whose patience and understanding were welcome 
in the fall), custodians, bus drivers, and others who have 
cooperated so splendidly, our sincere thanks.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


At the begining of the school year physical examina- 
tions were given in grades 1, 3, 5, 7 and through high school. 
The physicians were Dr. Bryan and Dr. Rogers. There 
were 236 children who received physicals and 17 found to 
have correctible defects. 
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Immunizations were given as follows: 


16 received Polio Vaccine 

39 received Tetanus 

28 received Diphtheria-Tetanus 

28 received Vaccinated or re-vaccinated. 


Of the defects notes were sent home to the respective 
parents. Two children have had T and A. privately. One 
ehild sponsored by the Crippled Childrens to Burlington 
for ear treatments. Other defects are under care or are 
being followed up. 

The Health Council again sponsored cleaning and 
fluoride treatments in grade 2, 5, and 8. A total of 57 
children with 7 being sponsored. A fee is charged to cover 
cost. 

At the same time teeth were screened in grades 2, 4, 6, 
and 8. A total of 124 with 27 found to be in need of some 
form of dental care. This work was done again this year 
by Mrs. Hood, dental hygienist from Waterbury. Twenty 
children attended the local dentist Dr. White for some form 
of dental care, sponsored by the Health Council. 

Screening and Testing of all pupils were carried out. 
353 vision tests and 353 hearing tests. Of the vision tests 
14 notes were sent home. Four have been sponsored by the 
Health ‘Council, six have been privately and the remainder 
are under care. Six children were found to have some form 
of hearing loss. All ear defects are known to parents and 
are under care. One child has had a screening at the re- 
habilitation center at Burlington. One child had an eye 
operation sponsored by the Health Council and the Stowe 
Rotary Club. 

The Vitamin Program was again carried out this year 
with 151 signed for them. <A small fee is charged to cover 
the cost. 


In addition all pupils have been weighed and measured. 
Health inspections in grades have been made every four 
months. Home visits have been made when necessary for 
the health of a child. I have transported children for 
appointments, made numerous phone ealls and given First 
Aid when in the building. 

I wish to thank anyone who in anyway contributed in 
making the preventive and corrective work possible there- 
by the Health Program in school a success.

For Annual Town and Town School District Meeting 
Stowe, Vermont, March 6, 1962 


The inhabitants of the Town of Stowe, who are legal 
voters in town meeting and in town school district meeting 
are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Auditorium 
in the Akeley Building in said Stowe on Tuesday, March 6, 
1962, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles of business, viz: 


Article 1. To elect a Moderator and a Town Clerk for the year en- 
suing. 


Article 2. To vote on the following questions: 
“Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be 
granted in this town?” 
“Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town?” 


The ballot box for voting upon the questions under this article 
will be opened at ten o’clock when the meeting opens and will be 
closed at three o’clock in the afternoon as required by statute. 


Article 38. To act upon the reports of the several town officers and 
those presented. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint one or more Road Commissioners instead of electing 
them by ballot. 


Article 4a. To see if the town school district will vote to elect two 
additional school directors to serve a term of one year each. 


Article 5. To elect all town and town school district officers required 
by law, including a road commissioner or road commissioners, 
unless the town shall have previously authorized the Selectmen 
to appoint such Commissioner; such school director or directors 
as shall be in accordance with the vote of the meeting on the 
preceding article, and a budget committee of five members to 
to serve for one year. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Title 32, Vermont Statutes Annotated, Chapter 133, providing 
for the collection of taxes by the town treasurer. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to acquire 
lands and to construct a town equipment garage and mainten- 
ance building and to appropriate a sum not to exceed $15,000.00 
therefor. 


Article 8. To see if the town school district will vote to authorize 
the school directors to continue the kindergarten program in 
said district. Vote on this Article will be by ballot. The ballot 
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box will open when the meeting opens and will be closed at 3:00 
o’clock in the afternoon. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
town in anticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose, 
and as a town school district, to authorize the school directors 
to borrow money to pay the current expenses and debts of the 
town school district in anticipation of the collection of taxes for 
that purpose, and to provide whether the same shall be done by 
orders or notes of the town or town school district, respectively. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to pay its officers for the year 
ensuing, and if so, the amount. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended for health correction work under the 
supervision of the Health Committee, and if so, the amount. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the town library, and if so, the amount. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate money, and 
if so, $3,000.00 to the Special Fund, subsequently to be used for 
acquiring, establishing and maintaining a free public library 
facility, the same to be held by the town treasurer in the sav- 
ings account established for that purpose and expended upon 
vote of the town. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended by the Stowe Cemetery Association for 
the care of unoccupied lots, borders and roadsides in the town 
cemeteries and if so, the amount. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the observance of Memorial Day and if so, the 
amount. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to expend from its funds a 
sum in addition to the amount required by law to take advan- 
tage of benefits and of the State Aid laws and regulations of the 
Department of Highways relating to the maintenance fund and 
any and all other similar acts which may be available during 
the year by the State, and if so, the amount. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money to be used by the Recreation Commission for work and 
materials for the Memorial Athletic Field and for recreation 
activities within the town, and if so, the amount. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to pay the firemen for service 
and practice outside the Village of Stowe and if so, the rate 
thereof. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to share equally with the 
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Village of Stowe the expense and maintenance of the fire trucks 
and apparatus.

Article 23. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to employ 
expert assistance on community planning at the expense of the 
town, and at the joint expense of the town and any state or 
federal authority where matching funds may be available; and 
if so, to appropriate a sum of money for such purpose. 


Article 24. To see if the town and town school dstrict will vote to 
raise money on the grand list of the town and district for the 
year 1962 to pay the debts and current expenses of the town 
and district on the budget system, and if so, to provide for fix- 
ing the rate thereof and the time and manner when the same 
shall be payable. 


Article 25. To do any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.
